SUITS TO DECIDE 
MATERNITY ACT 
STATUS KILLED 


Washington, D. C., June 4;—The 


Supreme court refused today to pass 
on the constitutionality of the Shep- 


pard-Towner maternity act in cases 
brought by the state of Massachusetts 
and a Boston taxpayer.

Sees Fight for 
Life Aheadof 
Prohibition

Bishop Warns Smith Veto 
Is Serious Matter. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


A warning that ministers and 
churches ought not to take lightly the 


New York prohibition enforcement act 
was uttered yesterday by Bishop Homer 
C. Stuntz of Omaha, who spoke at a 
joint session of the Chicago Methodist 
preachers and the alumni association 
of Garrett Biblical institute at the First 
Methodist Episcopal church, Evanston. 

“It was a shrewd move on the part 
of Gov. Smith,” said Bishop Stunts. 
“It produces a situation which ought 
to arouse the serious consideration and 
the entire strength of the church to 
combat. 

“Prohibition of the liquor traffic is 
the greatest single reform ever 
wrought. And, please God, it is going 
to stay until the day of judgment. But 
it is not going to stay unless there is 
the right kind of leadership.

“One reason why the bishops of our 
church selected Bishop Thomas Nichol- 
son of Chicago as a deivgate to the 
Irish and Wesleyan conferences was 
because he is the national president 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America 
and there is now on in England a cam- 
paign for prohibition which needs his 
message. | 

“If we want war stopped, the liquor 
traffic outlawed, and women elevated 
we must make the United States a 
Christian nation.” 

At the alumni dines last evening 
at the First church resolutions, unani- 
mously adopted, described Bishop 
Nicholson as an apostle of internation- 
al prohibition” and commanded his 
going abroad “in the interests of the 
prohibition cause,” The resolutions 
were read by Dr. A: W. Patten, chair- 
man of the committee.

The question of sex hygiene is not 
merely pedagogical nor one:that affects 
temporal interests only such as the 
health of the individual and the wel- 
fare of the family and the state. It 
reaches beyond that and is concerned 
with the eternal destiny of man and 
the fate of his soul. 

In the final analysis the question 
concerns the abolition of sins of sex. 

The public teaching of detailed sex 
hygiene to the young is at best a dan- 
gerous procedure.

When you consider the facts con- 
cerning children of 10, 12 or 15 and 
older, perhaps, you must realize the 
faculties are untrained and to a large 
extent undisciplined. The imagina- 
tion is flighty and irresponsible and 
extremely susceptible to sensuous 
images. The will of the child and 
youth is weak and vacillating and sub- 
ject to the allurement of pleasure in 
whatsoever form it may appear. The 
sex passion is aroused through the 
imagination. 

The first impulse is not physiological. 
It is psychological. 

The detailed teaching of sex hygiene,

especially if done by book and chart, 
will make a strong impression on the 
young imagination and perhaps in- 
fluence the actions and the whole life 
of youth. Where the will is weak and 
untrajned there is no force to combat 
the sensuous image nor to prevent 
sinful thoughts, desires, conversitions, 
preludes to further sexual sinning. 


For obvious reasons this instruction 
is apt to put forward by some years

As one eminent divine says: “ There 
is scarcely need of pointing the lesson 
that we cannot afford to concentrate 
the attention of our children on sex 
details. Safety lies in diverting the 
attention from them. In truth, the 
safety of most adults, trained though 
they are, depends largely on the same 
process. A moment’s reflection will 
convince the thoughtful that even 
physiology supports this contention.” 


It should be remembered that child- 
hood has a definite place in life. It is 
not wisdom to make children old before 
they are young. It is a dangerous 
thing to risk losing entirely the unique 
and precious grace of innocence. If 
children are to be warned it should be 
done with the greatest care, by parents 
ever fearful lest they should break 
down where they meant to preserve; 
lest they turn out the intellectual 
prodigy they produce the child who has 
lost the protection and reserve of child- 
hood. For so taught the child may 
become fearful and suspecting, where 
he ought to be fearless and trusting, 
looking out for. evil where before he 
would never have suspected it.
